He went on to 
say the operation is highly 
efficient and the centralized 
system would save money, stop 
unnecessary duplication of ser- 
vices and wasted time. He envi- 
sions a time when the mail 
service will serve the saints that 
visit headquarters. Lastly, Elder 
Hall said the mail service is a 
direct result of the growing 
reality of the headquarters. 


There are two very fine gentle- 
man who work in the mail 
service center daily. Elder Ken- 
neth Farmer and Mr. John D. 
Jenkins serve the church well. 


Elder Farmer is a long time 
employee of the church. He was 
employed in the department of 
Mission for 10 years. Mr Jenkins 
is a native of Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida and this is his first job with 
the church. Elder Farmer 
reflected how the mail center is 
an expanded ministry. In the 
past every department was 
responsible for their own mail. 
The decentralized operation was 
less efficient and expensive. The 
centralized operations is betterr 
and is a sign of our churchs’ 
development. He stated, “all 
incoming and outgoing mail flow 
through this operation. No 
department need hire or worry 
about mailing.” When asked 
about leaving the Missions 
Department He reflected, “I yet 
do things in missions. After 10 
years that’s where my heart is.

The nation was dismayed upon 
hearing of the sudden passing of 
Bishop Clarence J. Davis. Bishop 
Davis was a recently appointed 
prelate in the jurisdiction of 
California Northwest. 
November 11, 1985, he was 
consecrated with the largest 
college of candidates to be con- 
firmed bishop. That was the 
78th Holy Convocation and a 
month before the 79th, God 
called him home. 


Services were held Monday, 


October 6, 1986 for the Jurisdic- 
tion. The next day the national 
commemorative service was 
conducted. His Grace, Bishop J. 
O. Patterson, Sr. officiated. 
Members of the General Board 
of Bishops, Board of Bishops, 
Elders, Saints and Friends were 
in attendance. 


Bishop Davis was distinguished 
in his ministry. His sudden loss 
can only be understood as God’s 
will. The entire church antici- 
pated years of continued service 
from this Man of God. He was 
likewise the pastor of Dr. Mattie 
McGlothen, General Supervisor 
of the International Women’s 
Department.

GOD 
HAS A 
MANTLE 
FOR YOU -

In the second book of Kings, 
Chapter 2, there is an account 
of a relationship between Elijah 
and Elisha which I believe holds 
meaning for each of us, but 
especially for young people. 


Now, Elijah was the president 
of a seminary. He had a school 
for young preachers which he 
had established for the preser- 
vation of true religion, amidst 
the general defection to idolatry 
in the land of Israel. When he 
knew that he was to be taken 
away from his students, he 
visited them at Gilgal, at Bethel, 
and at Jerisho to give as it were 
a valedictory message before his 
departure. Elijah had a faithful 
servant Elisha, whom God had 
commanded him to anoint. 


God called Elisha in a peculiar 
way. One day while passing by 
a field, Elijah was led to cast his 
mantle upon Elisha. In this 
action there was nothing at all 
to convey the intent for which 
it was done, nor did Elijah at the 
time utter a word in explanation. 
On the contrary, when he saw 
Elisha instantly running after 
him he said, “Go back... for what 
have I done unto thee?” But 
there was a Secret power accom- 
panying this act which took hold 
of Elisha’s mind and life and 
from that time on he gave him- 
self wholly to the purpose of the 
Lord. 


Just like he had for Elisha, GOD 
HAS A MANTLE FOR YOU. 
There are four things you must 
keep in mind in order to receive 
this blessing that God has in 
store for you! 


First of all, it is important to 
understand that God is more 
concerned about our availability 
than about our innate human 
ability. Elisha was not a member 
of the school of the prophets. He 
hadn’t graduated from semi- 
nary. He was in the field plowing 
when God made choice of him. 
Surely, there were in the School 
of Prophets many who hoped to 
succeed Elijah in the prophetic 
ministry, but they would come 
to understand that Elisha had 
been invested with the anointing 
that the mantle symbolized. 


Sometimes the person with the 
natural talent, with ability and 
training is by-passed because 
this ability is not put at God’s 
disposal. He or she feels that the 
Church ought to seek out this 
talent, forgetting that it is God, 
not man, who makes the choice. 
So it is crucial that at all cost 
to keep the lines clear and be 
available to God. 


The second thing is discerning 
the meaning of the mantle and 
having a sense of priority of 
values. Elisha understood that 
here was something that he 
needed to seek after. So he left 
his oxen and ran after Elijah, 


halting only long enough to bid 
his parents and friends good-bye. 
For he discerned with clarity, 
the fact that he had to receive 
from God’s servant an under- 
standing of the dream and the 
vision. His own investiture of 
power depended upon his shar- 
ing Elijah’s ministry. Too many 
young people do not want to sit 
at the feet of our elders until the 
Lord can really equip them for 
service. Our false pride, our over 
estimation of self keeps us from 
staying where we ought to stay, 
until we can get what we need 
to get, to be what we ought to 
be. 


The third thing that we ought 
to remember is that the mantle 
is caught as well as taught. 
When Elijah was taken up ina 
chariot of fire, horses of fire and 
reigns of fire; and he and Elisha 
were separated by a wall of fire, 
Elisha cried, “My father, my 
father, the chariot of Israel and 
the horsemen thereof!” As he 
watched him disappear he saw 
floating down the mantle in 
which Elijah had wrapped him- 
self was the same mantle which 
Elijah had smote the Jordan, and 
it divided. He remembered Elij- 
ah’s question, ‘““What shall I do 
for thee before I am taken from 
thee?” He remembered answer- 
ing, “I pray thee let a double 
portion of thy spirit be upon 
me.” He now realized that this 
mantle symbolized that double 
portion that Elijah had left for 
him. It was not only the lessons 
that had been taught that made 
the difference, but the mantle, 
the power, that he caught, for 
he picked up the mantle and 
smote the Jordan in the name of 


Elijah’s God and the water 
divided for him as it had for 
Elijah. 


When the sons of the prophets 
saw this, they said, “The spirit 
of Elijah doth rest on Elisha. And 
they came to meet him and 
bowed themselves to the ground 
before him. Fifty strong they 
pledged their allegiance to him 
and he became the head of the 
sons of the prophets. He had 
caught the mantle. He had per- 
ceived Elijah’s vision. He had 
layed hold on the dream. He had 
experienced the anointing. He 
was equipped to use the power. 


And finally, it is important to see 
that Elisha caught the mantle 
because he kept up with Elijah. 
At every step Elijah said to 
Elisha, ‘“Wait here’, but Elisha 
protested saying, “As the Lord 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I 
will not leave thee!” Nothing 
could keep him from his mas- 
ter’s side.

CURATOR OF 
EDUCATION 
APPOINTED 


Dr. Rudolph Davis of Columbia, 
South Carolina has been named 
to the position of Curator of 
Education with the Museum of 
African-American Life and Cul- 
ture. His responsibilities include 
the design and implementation 
of art and history programs for 
schools, docent training, gallery 
tours, workshops, symposia, 
and outreach programs for peo- 
ple of all ages. 


Davis holds a B.A. degree in art 
education from Allen University 
where he graduated summa cum 
laude with highest honors. 
While at Allen University, he 
was president of the Alpha 
Kappa Mu National Honor 
Society and the Art Club. He also 
maintained the highest average 
in Spanish and was listed in the 
1965 edition of Who’s Who 
Among Students in American 
Universities and colleges. 


Upon graduation from Allen 
University in 1966, Davis was 
drafted by the U. S. Army where 
he was trained as a Medical 
Corpsman. During his stay with 
the Army, he served one year in 
the Republic of South Vietnam. 
Although he was trained as a 
Medical Corpsman, most of his 
tour of duty was spent working 
as acombat artist and illustrator 
with the 25th Infantry Division 
Information Office. As a combat 
artist and illustrator, Davis 


drew all of the illustrations and 
drawings at the division level. 
He created an original cartoon 
strip series ‘“Xin Loi” which was 
published in the 25th Infantry 
Divison’s “Tropic Lightning” 
newspaper and “Lightning 25” 
magazine. Both publications 
were sent to every major United 
States military base throughout 
the world. For outstanding sevi- 
ces to his Country, Davis was 
awarded the Combat Medical 
badge, three Army Commenda- 
tion Medals for Meritorous Ser- 
vice and a Letter of Commenda- 
tion for the Bronze Star for 
Meritorous Service. 


Dr. Davis received his Master’s 
of Education degree in art edu- 
cation from Miami University in 
Oxford, Ohio. 


Prior to enrolling at Texas Tech 
in August 1976, Davis worked in 
higher education and govern- 
ment. He was instructor of art 
at Allen University from 1970- 
1973, and was Assistant Profes- 
sor of Art at Benedict College 


_ from 1975-1976. Both colleges 


are predominantly Black institu- 
tions and are located in Colum- 
bia, South Carolina. Between 
1973 and 1975, Davis worked as 
Community Arts Education Con- 
sultant and Neighborhood Arts 
Coordinator with the South 
Carolina Arts Commission. He 
was the first Black to be named 
to these positions. As both a 
consultant and coordinator, 
Davis served as a field consul- 
tant in art education to local 


schools in the State. He specif- 
ically administered the poets-in- 
the schools program, in-school 
concerts, and _ artists-in- 
residence program. Davis also 
served as a liaison between the 
commission and those people 
within the State of South Carol- 
ina who were not generally 
reached by or aware of its 
services. 


During his stay at Texas Tech 
University, Davis served as an 
intern in Arts Administration at 
the National Endowment for the 
Arts in Washington, D. C. In 
1978. As an intern, he worked 
in the Chiarman’s office where 
he was named _ assistant 
researcher and writer for phase 
one of the Nationwide Urban 
Recreation study with the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation. 
The study was to provide the 
United States Congress with a 
comprehensive review and 
report of the needs, problems, 
and opportunities associated 
with urban recreation in highly 
populated areas. Davis also 
worked as Economic Research 
Specialist with Commerciantes 
Organizados Mexican Ameri- 
cans (COMA) in Lubbock, Texas 
in 1979. As Economic Research 
Specialist, he assisted in the 
publication of a business new- 
sletter and served as a liaison 
between the Chamber and Black 
American businesspersons. 
While at Texas Tech, Davis also 
assisted in organizing the first 
Black Arts Council in the area, 
the Lubbock Roots Historical 
Arts Council, and later served as 
its first director. The Council 
recently received a grant to 
provide a bronze replica which 
depicts the history of Blacks in 
the American West. 


Davis also worked as a drafts- 
man in the Electrical Engineer- 
ing Department where he repro- 
duced technical drawings for 
technical manuals, reports, pap- 
ers, and dissertations. Many of 
the drawings can be seen in 
engineering publications 
throughout the World. 


In May 1986, Davis received the 
Ph.D. degree in Fine Arts with 
concentration in arts adminis- 
tration and art education. The 
title of his dissertation is “Cur- 
rent Practices in Art for Elemen- 
tary Teacher Preparation in 
Accredited Historically Black 
Colleges and Universities in the 
South.” He is the first Black to 
receive an interdisplinary doc- 
toral program degree in fine arts 
from Texas Tech University. He 
is also the first Black to hold a 
doctoral degree in interdispli- 
nary studies in fine arts in the 
United States. 


Dr. Davis is considered a leading 
art consultant. He has served as 
an art consultant to numerous 
minority art organizations on 
such matters as organizational 
structure, communications, pro- 
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gram development, constitution 
and by-laws, and funding. 


Specializing in painting, draw- 
ing, and graphic design, Dr. 
Davis has exhibited in numer- 
ous non-juried, juried and com- 
petitive arts exhibits. He has 
held many one-man art exhibi- 
tions and is represented in many 
private collections. 


Dr. Davis is an ordained Elder 
in the Church of God in Christ 
and is founder and director of 
Rapture International, Inc. He 
has also served as church secre- 
tary, Sunday School Superin- 
tendent and teacher, choir direc- 
tor, Boy’s Club Director, 
National Young Peoples Presi- 
dent, and Manager of the Pro- 
gressive Gospel Singers. Before 
moving to Dallas, he was a 
member of the Ford Memorial 
Church of God in Christ where 
the Jurisdictional Bishop of 
Texas Northwest, Bishop Wil- 
liam H. Watson, is the Pastor. 
He served as Director of Educa- 
tion, Dean of the J. E. Alexander 
Bible Institute and Dean of 
Education for Texas Northwest. 


Dr. Davis is married to the 
former Jeannette Marie Baker of 
Lubbock, Texas. They have five 
lovely daughters: Cheryl, Mary 
Sue, Lilisa, Sonya, and Faith.

The daughters of Gospel music’s 
legendary Dr. Mattie Moss 
Clark, and a father who pastored 
a church, The Clark Sisters, 
Jacky, Twinkie, Dorinda, and 
Karen, hold a secure place of 
their own because of their dis- 
tinctive tight harmony and vocal 
blend. 


Twinkie, who co-produced their 
new album and is also a lead 
singer and the group’s composer, 
arranger and key boardist, 
states flatly the group was 
greatly inspired, influenced and 
trained in the early years by 
Mother Mattie. Mattie has three 
gold records to her own credit, 
heads the music department for 
the 3-million-member Church of 
God in Christ and the Clark 
Conservatory of Music. 


The Clark Sisters have been 
singing together since Karen, 
the youngest, was 3 years old 
and they stood her on a table to 
reach the microphone. 


“Mama began training us as 
children and then we would sing 
with a choir or make a guest 
appearance in a church in 
Detroit,” remembers Twinkie. 
“Then she would train us some 
more. I began playing when I 
was 10 and writing when I was 
16. Mama turned the group over

to me as my writing developed.”

BIO. 


They went on to receive Ebony 
Magazine’s Image Award for 
“Best Gospel Performance”’ 
with Twinkie also nominated for 
“Song of the Year” for “You 
Brought The Sunshine” against 
competition which included 
winner Gladys Knight for ‘““Save 
The Overtime For Me.” 


However, the year’s highlight 
was a Grammy nomination for 
their album ‘‘Sincerely’”’ on 
Benson Records. 


The Clark Sisters performed on

years, God called his Moses, 
Bishop Columbus Williams from 


labor to reward. The mantle fell 
on our Joshua, Doctor Lawrence 
Marcellus Wooten. He, as did the 
Joshua of old, held up Moses 
arms. He had served as a choir 
member, Sunday school teacher, 
Young People Willing Worker, 
Deacon, and Assistant Pastor. 
He received his Ph.D from St. 
Louis University in 1979, the 
same year that he was installed 
as pastor. Pastor Wooten has 
been an educator and a public 
school administrator for over 22 
years. During this time frame, 
he has been a public school 
teacher, assistant principal, 
principal, and Assistant to the 


Superintendent of Schools. He 
has always acknowledged the 
Lord saying, “If you take care 
of God’s business, He will surely 
take care of yours.”

He has 
proposed a financial plan that

To the joy 
of her family and the saints who 
know her, Veronica demon- 
strates well what youth in 
Christ is about. 


Veronica’s story was brought to 
my attention by her mother, Sis. 
Katherine Franklin, a member 
at Pentecostal Temple Institu- 
tional Church of God in Christ. 
Every mother is happy when a 
child grows, achieves and takes 
his or her place in life. Sis. 
Franklin desires to share Veron- 
ica’s success in order to inspire 
other sanctified children to 
achieve in life. Hopefully the 
message of one doing all things 
through Christ will take deeper 
meaning. 


Sis. Franklin has five children, 
Andrew, Jane, Shirley, Pat and 
Veronica who was born in 1959. 
The family lived in the Clayborn 
Project in downtown Memphis. 
Sis. Franklin reflected how poor 
the family was, “We lived in real 


poverty and I can remember 
days when not much of anything 
was in the house to eat.” 


Through it all she affirmed the 
benefits of salvation and church 
membership. The Pentecostal 
Temple family were supportive 
in various ways. Possibly invol- 
vement in the church made the 
difference from being poor and 
abjectly improvished. Veronica 
never allowed the plight of that 
day to deter her. She attended 
Booker T. Washington High 
School and was an honor stu- 
dent.

Not 
only was she a beautiful and 
intellectually gifted person but 
she demonstrated athletic abil- 
ities as well.

EVANGELIST 
AGAINST DRUGS 


Elder Oscar L. Jefferson of New 
York City and missionary to 
Nigeria, West Africa writes to 
the Saints. 


I am often asked (since we know 
that you spend about two 
months a year on the mission 
fields of Africa and Europe) what 
do you do in your ministry the 
rest of the year? I am taking this 
time and space to explain and 
solicit help from God’s people. 
Two evenings each week the 
Lord impressed me to spend two 
hours preaching the gospel on 
the streets of New York City. 
God sent me to 42nd Street, 
which is a crime ridden area 
with pornography shops, peep 
shows, prostitutes and pimps; 
homosexuals, alcoholics and 
especially drug dealers and 
addicts. 


Twice a week by the grace of 
God, one can find me preaching 
the gospel in what I consider to 
be the one most needed areas in 
the world: 42nd Street between 
7th and 8th Aves. This area I’ve 
named the ‘‘drugs crossroads of 
America.” I purchased a battery- 
operated loud speaker and was 
given about $10.00 worth of 
tracts from Bible Helps, Hanover 
Pa. The tracts are entitled, ‘““The 
New Birth” and “The story of 
Jesus.” These two tracts are 
spiritually effective. 


It is time I feel to share the gospel 
from the churches to the areas 
where the need is most prevalent 
and to the people we do not 
expect to attend our beautiful 
churches or our well organized 
Bible training classes. They 
likewise must hear the gospel of 
salvation through faith in the 


Lord Jesus Christ; the story of 
Calvary, as was taught by the 
late Bishop’s C. H. Mason and 
O. T. Jones, Sr. and other spirit- 
filled saints; mightily used of 
God in their day. 


When I am asked what moti- 
vates me to preach the gospel in 
such a seemingly risky area, I'll 
answer by saying, “‘by inspira- 
tion of the Holy Spirit” and then 
the following points. 


1. These are also people for 
whom Christ died. 


2. They will not be in our 
churches on Sunday morning 
eager to hear the gospel. 


3. The death rate of drug users 
to non-drug users is more ten to 
one. 


4, Bringing a drug addict to the 
saving knowledge of Jesus 
Christ does Satan’s kingdom 
much harm. 


5. He or she is obviously telling 
the world that they have a 
problem which they themselves 
cannot handle. 


6. They are mostly young Black 
men either hooked or feverishly 
trying to make a fast dollar. 


7. Each man represent either 
someone’s husband, father, son 
or brother, bound by what I 
consider Satan’s most deadly 
weapon against mankind: drugs. 


8. I am convinced there is no 
hope for a drug addict outside 
of Christ. 


9. The church will be accounta-

myself. I wanted to succeed in 
life. The athletic ability I pos- 
sessed was my road to success. 
It was after playing sports that 
I found that the body is the 
temple of God.

I had to 
live saved for my soul and body’s 
sake. God blessed my life and in 
time I served him through wit- 
nessing.

WAIT ON YOUR CALLING 


I have observed many running 
to and fro preaching, teaching 
without a message. I heard 
them, yet I received nothing. I 
believe that a real preacher is 
sent by God. He knows without 
a shadow of a doubt that he was 
called by God to preach the 
unsearchable riches of Christ. 
This man of God can tell you a 
time and place when God first 
commanded him to go. Going to 
school can help anyone, educa- 
tion is good, but real preachers 
and real Bible teachers are called 
by God. After they have been 
called, then I believe that they 
should study for that ministry. 
Time is so important in this life, 
and once we have been called to 
go preach or go teach, that is the 
time to start preparing yourself 
that you may be able to serve. 
Now that means that your first 
sermon should not be expected 
to be the greatest sermon that 
was ever preached. As a matter 
of fact, it may be the opposite, 


it may be your worse, believe me, 
if God told you to go you avail 
yourself, God will give you a 
message for the people. 


Many people do not wait to see 
what their calling is. They think 
that preaching and teaching is 
everything. These are great 
callings of God, but they are not 
the only ones. God has a calling 
for all of his people, and he 
knows each ones ability. God is 
all wise, and He will not give 
anyone a job that he can’t 
handle. 


Study to shew theyself approved 
unto God, a workman that nee- 
deth not to be ashame, rightly 
dividing the word of truth. II 
dimy2:15 


Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
gave this instruction, the key 
word specially for the preacher 
and the Bible teacher. Study to 
learn what to say, when to say, 
and who to say it to. Apostle 
Paul, was giving these very 
wonderful instructions to his 
son Timothy, who was a young 
minister at the time. These 
instructions are most important 
for us today. When one has been 
saved and know of no special 
calling, even they should read 
the word of God often. The word 
of God is food for the soul. That 
one who preaches and teaches to 
others should always have a 
time set aside to study daily. 
Young preachers, teachers, and 
missionaries should study each 
day as if they were college 
students getting ready for a test. 


Study to shew thyself approved 
unto God. A workman that 
needed not to be ashame.

on to bring the message you will 
have no need to be ashame. God 
will give you the message of the 
hour. You will be ready, know- 
ing how to rightly divide the 
scriptures. I am just as sure as 
I am sitting here at my typew- 
riter, God will give a messsage 
to all whom he has called. So I 
say why run before your time, 
or why answer before you are 
called, what profit is it for us 
to go in an area where we are 
not needed? God has a very 
special place for you, and there 
is a time when he will call you 
to come see where that place is. 
If you call yourself, or allow 
someone else to call you, and 
serve where God did not give you 
to serve, then you are too busy, 
God may never show you your 
place. Your place will be vacant 
because you will be so busy 
doing your own thing. Wait on 
your calling, for the Lord is the 
one who hires, and he is the one 
who fires. Even you wouldn’t 
pay a servant for doing a job that 
you didn’t hire him to do. 


I must work the works of him 
that sent me, while it is day: the 
night cometh, when no man can 
work. St. John 9:4. 


Every man, woman, boy, and 
girl, who is saved has a calling 
on their life. I believe that every 
individual saint of God should 


have this purpose in mind, That 
Las an individual must work the 
works of him that sent me. It 
means something to be sent by 
God. But if God sent, I believe 
that we should know what we 
are sent to do. God is too wise 
to send folks out all mixed up. 


Some are called to preach the 
gospel, but all are not called to 
pastor a church. Some are called 
to be missionaries, but all mis- 
sionaries are not called to hold 
a big official office, and they all 
are not called to go abroad to 
work in other countries. Some 
preachers are called to be evan- 
gelists who travels from church 
to church, city to city, and in 
some cases, country to country. 
Those evangelists goes into the 
pastor’s churches, not to set it 
in order, for that is the pastor’s 
job to set his church in order.

cago from Warren, Ohio, where 
she was attending high school. 
The young man PERCY heard 
her singing: “You’ve Got the 
River of Jordan to Cross,” and 
he decided right then and there 
that this was his wife.

Pleas kept him fired and inspired 
for those trying times. ELDER 
PERCY DEAN conducted 
weekly street services in towns 
where there were no churches, 
and preached out his first 
church north of Indianola, Mis- 
sissippi, on a plantation. 


The Lord put his seal of approval 


on ELDER DEAN’S pastoral 
work and he was, therefore, 
entrusted with other pastorates 
as the need arose: Browing and 
Moorhead then Yazoo City and 
Lexington. As he left each place, 
there existed the mutual feeling 
of love between “‘priest and 
people”, even until his death.
